Bathing 


Swimming is a delight at lovely Lucerne with its wide, gradually sloping beach— no undertow, no 
tides and no breakers. The invigorating spring water which feeds the lake is a tonic to the city dweller. 
Dressing rooms, bathing suits, and beach umbrellas are procurable at the large, modern bathing pavilion, 
which has been built on one of the widest and choicest stretches of sandy beach. 
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The new 300-foot Pier is close to the Bathing Pavilion. Two big floats and a diving platform make 

the end of this pier a very desirable and popular place. Here boats come and go for fishing and other 
aquatic pleasures. 


Boating 





Ever enchanting is this beautiful lake, so well adapted to every kind of boating. A fleet of row-boats 
and “‘put-put” boats is maintained and may be rented at a very nominal charge. Also trips on 
the Jake may be enjoyed on delightful passenger launches for only a small charge. To the yachts- 
man, the lake offers unequalled facilities. Skimming over the broad expanse of the lake, one 
realizes that this thrill could not be experienced in high mountain resorts because the transpor- 
tation of large craft is almost impossible and where the sailing range is limited.

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Roads to Lucerne 


O REACTH#I Lucerne from any point in California, you drive over State 
Boulevards and Highways direct to the resort. 


The Southern visitor has the choice of either the Valley Route through 
Bakersfield and Fresno to Oakland, or he may take the Coast Route through 
Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo and San Jose to San Francisco. Some may 
find it preferable to travel by boat, train, or airplane. 


From San Francisco, the Golden Gate Ferry, foot of Hyde Street, or 
the Northwestern Pacific Ferry from the Ferry Building at the foot of 
Market Street, will take your automobile to Sausalito, the beginning of the 
famed Redwood Highway which runs due north through Santa Rosa, 
Healdsburg, Cloverdale, Hopland, and Ukiah. At Hopland, you may take 
the State Highway which branches to the east and drive over the Hopland 
grade via Lakeport to Lucerne, or you may drive farther north on the Red- 
wood Highway to where the road forks to the east, a short distance north 
of Ukiah. Turn here to the east on the Tahoe - Clear Lake - Ukiah High- 
way and drive past Blue Lakes and Upper Lake to Lucerne. 


From Oakland, you may drive out San Pablo Avenue and over the 
new Carquinez bridge, through Napa, Calistoga, Middletown, Lower Lake, 
RAST akepoLe to Lucerne. 
ew State Highway mentioned below is now gompleted, 
The new Tahoe - Clear Lake - ian State Highway, now being com- 


pleted along the east shore of Clear Lake, is to be opened to traffic early in 
1929. Then travelers, instead of turning westward at Lower Lake toward 
Kelseyville, will continue north to Stubbs’ Landing, and thence over the new 
State highway into Lucerne. ‘This is the shortest route to Lucerne from 
Oakland and the San Francisco Bay District. 








Sacramento also will then have a short, direct road to Lucerne via the 
Pacific Highway to Williams and from Williams to Lucerne via the new 


Tahoe - Clear Lake - Ukiah Highway. 


The Tahoe - Clear Lake - Ukiah Highway, which passes right through 
Lucerne, links up all the great lines of motor travel from the East and from 
the North and South. It connects with the Victory Highway; the Lincoln 
Highway, the main artery of eastern travel; the Redwood Highway and 
the Pacific Highway. 


You may also go by auto stage from Southern California or San Fran- 
cisco. The Pickwick stages from Los Angeles to San Francisco run four 
times daily, leaving Los Angeles at Sixth and Los Angeles Streets. From 
San Francisco, stages operate daily between there and Lucerne and connect 
with trains at Ukiah. By train from San Francisco, via Northwestern 
Pacific to Ukiah where you connect with auto stage.
